EVERY ATTENDANT AT A MOVIE THEATRE IS IN BAD 
COMPANY 


The people on the screen seem very real, particularly 
to boys and girls. The average screen star is better known, 
to theater-goers, than the president, the members of Con- 
gress, or any other public characters. Not only their pic- 
tures are broadcast, but moving, action, talking pictures, 
so that every way possible, the characters are revealed as 
living, moving, breathing people. Their words are given, 
their tones, their tears, their laughter. They are real peo- 
ple. Even color is used in many modern films. Those who 
attend picture shows are in the actual company of those 
who take part on the screen. At a picture show one is as 
much influenced by and associate as much with movie stars, 


-as if one attended dances, plays, social affairs of various 


kinds, with them. To attend picture shows means to as- 


- sociate with movie characters.. And to associate with movie 


characters means to be influenced by the lowest moral and 
spiritual strata of society, with immoral, unreligious, god- 
less standards, the standards that go with wrecked homes, 
drinking, lewdness, cigarette-smoking, profanity, sugges- 
tive talk and nudeness. That is why it is unsafe to attend 
pictures that are even so-called “good” pictures, carefully 
selected pictures. 


Let us suppose my fifteen-year-old daughter attends: 
a picture show, a good picture. Make it a religious picture 
if you like, based upon the Bible. Let Greta Garbo play 
the part of Mary, the mother of Jesus. Let Clark Gable 
play the part of John, the beloved disciple. Let other screen 
actors play the part of other apostles and Bible characters, 
greatly loved and respected. Let the words be clean, and 
let the picture have a great moral lesson. Still it is not safe 
for Christian people to attend such picture shows, and I 
will tell you why. 


My fifteen-year-old girl, we will say, attends such a 
picture show. She is greatly moved by the fine, moral, re- 
ligious play. She is attracted by the real skill, amounting 
almost to genius, I am told, of Greta Garbo, the great 
Swedish actress. She is thrilled by the husky voice, the 
stately walk, the aloof beauty, the fair skin of Greta Gar- 
bo. Greta Garbo becomes to her an idealized character, 
one to be greatly admired. She goes away, and tries to 
fix her hair like Greta Garbo. She practices in her own 
room, trying to walk like the Swedish star. She dreams of 

lory for herself of the same kind, and even thinks per- 

ps of how much good she could do in the world by pat- 

terning after Greta Garbo, whom she has learned to great- 
ly admire, as Mary, the mother of Jesus. 

She mentions to a schoolgirl friend Greta Garbo, or 
more likely the schoolgirl friend, who has attended mov- 
ing pictures regularly, mentions to my daughter, how she 
was thrilled by a picture starring Greta Garbo. My fifteen- 
year-old daughter longs to see the great star in another 
picture. She dreams of a movie career for herself, per- 


, haps, as millions of other girls have done. On the back 


of a magazine she sees an advertisement and Greta Garbo 
with her most languorous smile, announces that she would 
walk a mile for a Camel! Already my daughter, we will 
suppose, had wished that her hair was bobbed like Greta 
Garbo’s, and as blond. Now~-she begins to feel that if 
Greta Garbo smokes what could be the harm in smoking? 


But remember, according to Hollywood news reporters, 
Greta Garbo has never portrayed any but a shady char- 
acter, except in this case weare supposing, when she played 
the part of Mary, the mother of Jesus. So the next picture 
is announced of Greta Garbo, and she this time is a fallen 
woman. The picture shows how she has an illicit love af- 
fair, how she drinks and how she is willing to’steal away 


the love of another woman’s husband. My daughter wishes

PUTTING GOD 


~ ON THE SPOT 


Would you like to prove to ee 
self and to your family and neigh- | 
bors, so that you could never doubt, | 


that the Bible is true, that it pays 
to serve God, that God always 
keeps His promises? Well, that is 
exactly what you can do and God 
invites you to do it. He plainly 
commands us, “Prove me now!” 
and tells us how to do it. 


Malachi 3:8-11 says: 


“Will a man rob God? Yet 
ye have robbed me. But ye say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? 
In tithes and offerings. 

“Ye are cursed with a curse: 
for ye have robbed me, even 
this whole nation. 

“Bring ye all the tithes into 
the storehouse, that there may 
be meat in mine house, and 
prove me now herewith, saith the 
Lord of hosts, if | will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that 
there shall not be room enough 
to receive it. 

“And | will rebuke the de- 
vourer for your sakes, and he 
shall not destroy the fruits of 
your ground; neither shall your 
vine cast her fruit before the 
time in the field, saith the Lord 
of hosts." 


There it is! God says that here 


_is the way to prove Him. People 
|'who are out of touch with God 
have robbed Him, robbed Him in 


tithes and offerings. If they will 
return to Him by bringing all the 
tithes into the storehouse, He 
promises to open the windows of 
Heaven and pour out a blessing 
more than there is room to re- 
ceive! And God promises THAT 
HIS ANSWER WILL BE IN MA- 
TERIAL PROSPERITY, better 
crops for the farmers, less mis- 
fortune, and that all the outside 
world can know that you are 
blessed! There never was a fairer 
proposition that God makes to you, 
friend, in that passage! By hon- 
estly bringing God the tithes and 
offerings, any Christian can find 
out for himself, can prove to his 
family, even prove to his outside 
friends, that it actually pays to 
serve God. You can prove that God 
pays in abundant spiritual bless- 


|} ings and happiness, and that God 


pays even in the financial income 
and prosperity. Talk about putting 
God on the spot! The truth is, 
that Scripture puts every Christian 
on the spot. Anybody who doesn’t 
know for sure about whether God 
is true or not, can blame nobody 
but himself. Here is God’s way to 
prove Him! 

This matter of tithing was 
taught to the Jews under Mosaic 
law, it is true. In Leviticus 27:30 
we are told: 

"And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, 
or of the fruit of the tree, is 
the Lord's: it is holy unto the 
Lord.” 

And that verse does not say that 
the tithe will be the Lord’s during 
the Mosaic law; rather, that the 
tithe is the Lord’s. 

So we turn to the New Testa- 
ment to see what Jesus said about 
the tithes. In Matthew 23:23 Je- 
sus said: 


“Woe unto you, scribes and |

'times in the New Testament. 


ought to have done.”’ 


Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and 
cummin, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, 
judgment, mercy, and faith: 
these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other un- 
done." 


There it is again! Jesus said 
that the scribes and Pharisees did 
perfectly right to tithe. “‘These ye 
Of course 
tithing should not be an excuse 
for leaving off judgment, mercy 
and faith, but Jesus commanded 
tithing in the New Testament. 

In fact, tithing did not begin 
with the Mosaic law at all. Long 
before Moses was ever born, and 
before the law was given on Mount 
Sinai, Abraham was a tither as 
you plainly see from Genesis 14:20. 
Remember Abraham jis the ex- 
ample of one who was saved by 
faith, and is so mentioned many 
See 


Romans 4:9-12. His tithing was as 
much an example to Christians in 


the New Testament times as to 
Jews under the Mosaic law. Jacob 
also tithed (Gen. 28:22). For this 
cause, no doubt, God gave him all 
the wealth that was his. Abraham 
and Jacob prospered very greatly, 
with great riches, and we may be 
sure that God kept His promise 
to them. And remember that that 


| was not under the Mosaic iaw. 


In the New Testament, Abra- 
ham’s paying tithes to Melchisedec 
is held up as an example for us 
(Heb. 7:2, 4-9), and Abraham is 
commended for it. Therefore we 
cannot say that tithing is simply 
an Old Testament custom. 

Would you expect God to ask 
more of a Jew under ceremonial 
law than of a New Testament 
Christian, with all the blessings 
God has given us? Do you think 
that a Jew, living under the law, 
ought to love God more or serve 
Him better than a Christian under 
grace? Certainly not. 

In fact, the New Testament has 
an even stronger teaching on giv- 
ing than the Old Testament. If 
there be any difference, the em- 
phasis in the New Testament is on 
the fact that God owns ten-tenths 
instead of only one-tenth, and that 
all we have and are should be dedi- 
cated wholly to God, whether we 
spend it for bread or for the gos- 
pel. The New Testament teaches 
proportionate giving, too. For in- 
stance, I Corinthians 16:2 says: 


"Upon the first of the 
week let every one of you lay 
by him in store, as God hath 
prospered him, that there be no 
gatherings when | come." 


Notice that “as God hath pros- 
pered him.” That means surely 
that a Christian should take a cer- 
tain proportion of his income for 
the past week, and lay it aside 
for God on the first “day of the 
week. That is proportionate giv- 
ing. But what proportion? Surely, 
not less than one-tenth! Again in 
the New Testament we are com- 
manded to give, “according to that 
a man hath” (II Cor. 8:12). Again 
it is the same principle. Give in 
proportion to your income. But 
what proportion? Surely not less 
than a tenth! 

In the New Testament, the won- 
derful promises of the Old Testa- 
ment are again and again repeated.

she could see the picture. It is talked about at school. 
Little by little my daughter’s mind has been poisoned by 
the influence of this wicked woman whom she saw in “a 
perfectly good picture”! 

That is only a supposed case, but actually that is what 
happens. If Clark Gable were to play the part of the 
apostle Paul, Christians should not go to see him. If he 
lived in your town and taught a Sunday School class, liv- 
ing the way he does, you surely would not ‘want your son 
to attend the class. The personal influence of moving pic- 
ture stars is usually deadly. Every person who attends the 
moving picture show is in the company of the actors as 
truly as if you had them in your own home. You will be 
influenced by what they say, what they do, how they feel, 
how they look. You cannot escape the influence if you 
put yourself deliberately in the association of these whose 
lives are given over to evil for the sake of fame and money. 


WHAT BAD COMPANY DID TO BIBLE CHARACTERS

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save his daughters. “But he seemed as one that mocked 
unto his sons-in-law!” He led his two single daughters out. 
His wife went away but longingly turned to look back 
where her heart was in wicked Sodom, and God turned her 
to a pillar of salt. Lot went dut of Sodom, leaving behind 
in the fire his married daughters, his sons-in-law, and any 
grandchildren he had, leaving behind also his wife turned 
to a pillar of salt! He took his two daughters out of Sodom 
but it was too late to get Sodom out of his daughters! 
They moved into a cave in the mountains and the two 
daughters, reared in Sodom, made their father drunk and 
led him into incest. Bad company is as fatal today as it 
was in the days of Lot. I beg you, do not put your children 
into the midst of this Sodom — the Sodom of the modern 
moving picture show! 

Do you remember when Peter followed Jesus afar off 
as they went to the trial before the high priest, when Je- 
sus was to be crucified? And then do you remember that 
Peter sat outside with the soldiers by the fire, where they 
warmed themselves, to see the end? (Matt. 26:69-75). 
Soon a girl said to him, “Surely you are one of his disciples, 
too.” But Peter denied and said, “I do not know the man.” 
A little later he denied again the second time, and then 
the third time he-cursed and swore and said, “I know not 
the man.”’ When the cock crowed and Jesus looked through 
the door at Peter with a sad face, Peter was smitten in 
his heart and went away in the dark and wept bitterly! 
Peter learned the result of bad company! 

David was a man after God’s own heart, and yet when 
David called for a woman, another man’s wife, and dallied 
in her company, he went into terrible sin and led her into 
the sin that brought ruin to David, to his family, and set 
an example of sin that has shocked all the centuries since 
then. (II Sam. 11). 

Solomon was the wisest man who ever walked this 
earth. So the Scripture tells tus and many evidences are 
given of it. But Solomon married ungodly women and these 
ungodly women led Solomon, the man to whom God had 
given great wisdom, away from God and away from 
his religion, and in his old age’ he became an idolater. If 
bad company could lead Solomon astray, it will lead you 
astray. The wickedest women that Solomon married were 
no worse than those who are shown on the screens in your 
city every day. And Solomon did not see any more of his 
wives, I suspect, than many a picture show fan sees of some 
favorite movie star. One cannot beat the game of bad com- 
pany! 

Samson was a judge of Israel, the strongest man on 
earth. With supernatural power from Heaven, he slew 
a thousand Philistines with a jawbone of an ass (Judges 
15:14-20). Again, at Gaza, he pulled the giant gates off 
their hinges and carried them up to the mountain top and 
laughed at his foes (Judges 16:1-3). But Delilah led to 
Samson’s downfall. .He went to see this wicked Philistine 
woman. He dallied in her company. He rested his head 
in her lap. He teased her and joked with her about the 
secret of his power: Finally, influenced more than he ever 
thought he would be, he told her the secret of his power. 
Then he went to sleep again upon her knees, she cut off 
his seven locks of hair, the Spirit of God departed from 
him, and Samson was seized and bound. They put out his 
eyes and bound him to grind at a mill like a donkey, 
around, around, and around, blind, mourning the results 
of his sin! If sinful company can do that for Samson, the 
strongest man who ever lived, then let no reader of this 
message believe that you are strong enough to escape the 
curse that goes with bad company! And the moving picture 


- show is always bad company. The characters on the screen 


are bad company! Their talk is bad, their dress is bad, 
their example is bad. Certainly often their hearts are bad! 
The moving picture show places you under the influence 
of the worst kind of company. I beg you to avoid it as 
you would avoid the plague. There is no safety any other 
way for Christians who would stay clean from the con- 
tamination of the things of the flesh. 

I tell you that the people of the movies are worldly 
people, wicked and sinful in their lives, and their influence 
is bad. 

It is only fair to judge the moving picture industry 
by the motives that are back of it. Sometimes a physician 
or surgeon has the highest motives and longs to heal the 
sick, cure the disease, and to alleviate suffering. His 
motives are right. On the other hand some physicians have 
entered the profession with the motive of greed. They want 
money and the things that money buys, position and leisure 
and self-indulgence. If the doctor is moved by the motive 
of greed, then he cannot be trusted but will operate when 
no operation is necessary, for the money he can make. 

y the same standards we judge a preacher. If a man 
preaches for money, or if people generally believe that he 
preaches simply for financial gain, then he becomes notori- 
ous and does not have the respect of even the poorest peo- 
ple. A preacher who unselfishly works to please God and 
to save souls, is worthy of his hire and we do not be- 
grudge him his. support. It is proper, then, to judge people 
by their motives. We would not care to be members of a 
church which is run only for profit. We would not care 
to risk our bodies with a physician whose only object was 
to get our money. We would not risk the advice of a friend 
whose counsel could not be depended upon only to make 
profit for himself. By this standard, then, the moving pic-

.For example in Luke 6:38 we are 
told: 

"Give, and it shall be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and 
running over, shall men give in- 
to your bosom. For with the 
same measure that ye mete with- 
al it shall be measured“to you 
again." 

Doesn’t that mean the same as 
“prove me now herewith, saith the 
Lord”? Material prosperity is 
promised to those who give. Again 
in II Cor. 9:6 we are told, “He 
which soweth sparingly shall reap 
also sparingly; and he which sow- 
eth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifully.” Doesn’t that mean 
the same thing? And in Philip- 
pians 4:19 Paul says to the good 
Christians of Philippi who have 
gupported him, out of their pov- 
erty, “But my God shall supply all 
your need according to his riches 
tn glory by Christ Jesus.” And Je- 
sus in Matthew 6:33 promised that 
food, clothes and raiment would be 
added to those who seek first the 
kingdom of God. God has not 
changed His plans or promises of 
abundantly rewarding those who 
recognize Him with their gifts or 
tithes and offerings. 


How To Tithe 


There is no doubt that every 
Christian ought to tithe. How then 
shall I do it? Simply take one- 
tenth of your net income and give 
it to the cause of Christ as the 
Holy Spirit directs you. If your 
wage is $25.00 a week, then take 
out $2.50 each week as a tithe. 
That is not to be used for your 
family, for your debts, nor for any- 
thing else except the things that 
would be clearly in the will and 
program of Christ, given in Jesus’ 
name. All of us ought to take care 
of our families, help our poor kin- 
folk, and do other things that we 
would do if we were lost sinners, 
without charging those things up 
to Christ. Of course, if you are 
a@ grocerman, you would first pay 
your store rent and help before 
taking a tenth out for the Lord, 
since that is really not income. But 
then you would take out of the 
net profit a tenth of your income 
for the Lord. However, it would 
never be proper to pay your own 
house rent, the expenses of your 
car, or other bills, or pay your 
debts, before you tithed your in- 
come. To tithe means to give God 
one-tenth of your wages, your sal- 
ary or of your total net income, 
before you deduct anything else. 

Remember that this is to be done 
once a week, “Upon the first day 
of the week let everyone of you 
lay by him in store, as God hath 
prospered him” (I Cor. 16:2). Re- 
member that the Lord’s part is 
to come first. It is only proper 
that the firstfruits of all your in- 
creases should be given to the 
Lord. Proverbs 3:9, 10 says: 


“Honour the Lord with thy 
substance, and with the first- 
fruits of all thine increase: 

"So shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty, and thy presses shall 
burst out with new wine." 


If you have other debts, pay the 
Lord first, for you owe Him more 
than anybody else in the world. 
Take the Lord’s tithe out first, and 
do it once a week for all the in- 
come you have had in the week 
preceding. Preferably, let it be 
done “upon the first day of the 
week,” that is, Sunday (I Cor. 
16:2). Then you can expect God 
to make the rest of your money 
go farther, with His blessing, than 
you can make all of it go without 


His help. 
Is the tithe all one ought to 
give? No, indeed! Although the 


tithe is mentioned repeatedly as a 
minimum, the Scripture clearly 
commands that we should give 
tithes as well as offerings. The 
tenth is the Lord’s, to be sure, but 
so is the remaining nine-tenths. And 
out of that one should give offer- 
ings to the Lord, as the Holy Spir- 
it leads, and according to his love 
and gratitude to God. In Malachi 
3:8 we are told: 


"Will a man rob God? Yet 
ye have robbed me. But ye say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? 
In tithes and offerings.”

There it is! “In tithes AND OF- 
FERINGS!” Those who do not 
bring their tithes to God, rob God. 
But those who do not bring offer- 
ings to God also, rob God. People 
rob God when they withhold either 
the tithes, or free-will offerings 
above the tithe, as God provides 
and as God leads them to give 
them. God owns all we have. We 
are dishonest if we do not put Him 
first in all we have. The very min- 
imum God requires is a tenth, and 
then God requires offerings above 
the tithe, depending upon His lead- 
ership and His provision. That is 
the reason why those who learn to 
give the tithe and trust God, are 
usually so blessed that they begin 
to give much more than a tithe. 


God is as faithful to reward extra 
those who give mcre than a tithe 
as He is to reward just those who! 
give the tithe. 


Duty, Love and Feith Require A| 


Christian To Tithe | 
We find according to the Scrip- | 
tures it is our plain duty to tithe. | 


Even if there were no profit in it, 
Christians ought to do right, ought 
to follow the plain commands of 
the Bible. A- Christian ought to be 
willing to suffer for God, and to 
give even if there were no reward 
for giving, because it is right. So 
tithing is a matter of duty. But 
tithing is much more than a matter 
of duty — it is a matter of love. 
God has already done so much for 
us that the very least we can do, 
in gratitude, is to bring our tithes 
and offerings, as a symbol of our 
love. “God so loved . . . that he 
gave” (John 3:16). God loved 
and gave and so do all who really 
love, give. If you love God, how 
can you withhold that small thing 


income, and free-will offerings? 
Love is expressed in giving. Je- 
sus said, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments.” Again He said, 
“If a man love me, he will keep 
my words” (John 14:15, 23). So 
then, because you love God and as 
an expression of your love, surely 
you, a Christian, must tithe. Again, 
it is not only on the basis of duty, 
and of love, but as an expression 
of faith, every Christian should 
tithe. The real reason people do 
not tithe is they do not believe 
it will pay. They say, “I ‘cannot 
afford to tithe’ or they say, “I 
can hardly take care of my fami- 
ly now without tithing,” or they 
say, “I have debts to pay and I 
think they ought to come first.” 
All of that simply means that the 
doubter and objecter, who does 
not tithe, simply does not believe 
that God would reward him as 
He has promised. Since he has 
never proved God by taking His 
plain command and promise and 
putting it to a test, he does not 
believe that it would pay, does not 
believe that God would prosper 
him, does not believe God would 
make the nine-tenths go farther 
than the ten-tenths without His 
blessing. If you believed that God 
would really “open the windows 


blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it,” as He 
plainly promised — if you believed 
that after honoring God with your 
substance and the firstfruits of all 
your increase that “so shall thy 
barns be filled with plenty, and thy 
presses shall burst out with new 
wine” (Prov. 3:10) — if you be- 
lieved that God would abundantly 
prosper you, because you had 
trusted ‘Him on the tithing ques- 
tion, then you surely would tithe. 
Not to tithe is a proof of your un- 
belief. Not to tithe shows a Chris- 
tian to be rebellious because he 
will not do his plain duty, ungrate- 
ful, because he does not express 
his love by such giving, and wn- 
believing because he does not take 
God upon His promises. Surely, 
every real Christian wants to put 
God to the test and prove Him, 
by meeting God’s conditions and 
seeing the blessed results God has 
promised! ,
